j tes in favor of the unlversal vaccina- 
‘tion of children.

Present year show that from 21 000 
cases of vaccination with the Cal- 
'mette vaccine. which is known as 
“BCG,” there have occurred only 1 
per cent. of deaths frei tuberculosis, 
while the tubercular mortality among 
unvaccinated children ts shown by 
medical statistics to reach 26 per 
cent.

Winnipeg.—Premier John Bracken 
and his Progressive supporters were 
returned to power in the provincial 
general election with a clear-cut man 
date to guide the potiticaldestinics of 
Manitoba for another five years, 

Indications are for «a Government 
victory in 29 of the 55 seats in ihe 
Legislature, ‘or equal to its represent- 
ation at dissolution. 

The striking feature of the election 
however, was the showing of the 
Conservative Party, which in stand- 
ings carly compiled, was credited with 
15 seats, a gain of nine. Liberals ap 
peared to have lost two seats, with 
only three candidates declared elect: | 
ed and two leading, white Labor ap- 
peared to have weathered the storm 
with its pre-dissolution representation | 
unimpaired. The gains were chiefly 
made at the expense of the Indepen- 
dent group, which had only elected | 
one member and was leading ia two. 
In the last Hous: the Independents 
had a voting strength of eight. 

The electors of Manitoba appear ‘o | 
to have registered a sweeping verdict 
in favor of extending the present facil 
ities for the sale of beer. Winnipeg 
piled up a majority of approximately
